One mother wrote, for in ­ 
stance, that every night when 
she puts her three-year-old to 
bed and peeps in on him asleep 
a little later, she resolves that 
she will always be lovely to him 
from then on, and never again 
will shriek at him and feel vexed 
at him. 
The next morning, the young­ 
ster is barely up before he's an­ 
noying her no end, and she’s 
shouting at him in ugly tones 
and words. Then as she pauses 
during the day to reflect, she's 
overwhelmed again with remorse. 
This mother hardly enjoys any 


progress by making new resolves 
and then condemning herself on 
failure to carry them out. 


L e a rn in g C o n tro l 


Her first problem is to plan an 


effective prorram of control by 
which 
he will learn, without 


doubt, that there are a few defi­ 
nite things he must not do, so 
that a quiet No, uttered once, will 
suffice to restrain him when that 
Is necessary. 
Then she wont feel occasion to 
shriek at him repeatedly. As you 1 
know, when a youngster has not 
learned to accept a necessary 
forbidding with finality, the G r­ 


anger back of it, bringing more 
anger and resistance from the 
youngster.

Praetftee Affection 
Even then, how is she going to 


make herself feel affection for 
him? She can’t do it merely by 
resolving to have more of such 
feeling. But she can practice at 
doing and saying what will make 
him feel more lovely toward her, 
and in turn, bring out more love­ 
ly words, tones and feelings of 
affection from her. 
The tame principle applies In 


our efforts to be less often and 
less strongly angry at the school- 
age child, when we are helping 
him arith his lessons or with 
learning to do something about 
the home. While we may, with 
great effort, hold in check our 
words and voice, we can’t get far 
as long as we have pent-up 
emotions inside. 
If we can understand the ehild 


better, and imagine ourselves in 
his place, seeing a little as he 
sees, understanding and feeling 
as he does, we can be more lovely 
with him. We reduce our angers 
at him and increase our affection 
for him as we practice in ways to 
reduce his angers toward us and 
increase his affection for us. Of 
course, we can’t do this over­ 
night. It's a long patient uphill 
pull.

Sees U. S., Russia 
Getting Together 


WASHINGTON — (INS) — The 
official who pioneered in stressing 
the importance of the peacetime 
atom declared today that he ie 
hopeful of "great results” from U. 
S. — Russian talks about pooling 
atomic materials. 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commissioner 
Thomas E. Murray said the sig­ 
nificance of the Kremlins reply 
to 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
pro­ 
posal is that "Russia has recog­ 
nised, publicly, the importance” 
of the life-and-death question posed 
by the destructive and construc­ 
tive power of the atom. 
The commissioner added: "That 
should mean that we can get to­ 
gether and talk about this ques­ 
tion in a reasonable manner. 
"We can ask each other whether, 
with ail their benefits for human­ 
ity, we want to plan to sit on these 
atomic materials for thousands of 
years, or whether we want to put 
them to work. 
"President Eisenhower's propo­ 
sal Is a long step forward. Its 
outcome depends largely on how 
co-operative the Russians want to 
be. but I am hopeful of great re 
suits.” 
An engineer by training, the com 
missioner said there can be no 
doubt that the U. S. and Russia 
are building atomic and hydrogen 
power sufficient to "exterminate the 
human race."
